WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—A inet Min- 
ister who eaw the President to the 
correspondent to-day that the basis of the 
instructions to our Peace Commissioners 
will be as follows: 

First—The retention by the United States 
of the Island of Luzon, on which the city 
of Manila is situated. 

Second—Equal trade facilities with Spain 
in the remainder of the Philippine group. 

Third—None of the islands to be disposed 
of to any foreign nation, 

Fourth—The severance of all existing ro- 
lations botween church and state in the en- 
tire Philippine group. 

While the commissioners will be allowed 
certain degrees of latitude in other mat- 
ters, the foregoing points will not be de- 
parted fromm or altered. 

The President's desire for the separation 
of church and state in the Philippines is 
understood to be based especially upon the 
remarkable situation in the islands. The 
friars and priests are maintained in au- 
thority by the Spanish Government, paid 
outof the revenues of the Government, and 
are entrusted with the task of preserving 
Bpanish rule in the islands. The Proest- 
dent feels that the continuation of such a 
policy prould be extremely detrimental to 
tho interests of the United States,

life. 

Attorney-General White said this after- 
noon that. he is almost satisfied as to who is 
for the murder of Mrs, J. D. 
Mrs. J. P. Dunning, and it is 
to order the arrest of one 
woman and probably two in San Fran- 
cisco. He sent telegrams to San Fran- 
cisco to-day and said he would probably 
be advised of one or more arresta being 
made before night. Attorney-General White 
suid he would have a talk with J. P. Dun- 
ning later in the day. 

One of the State detectives: will proba- 
bly be sent to San Francisco in a day or 
two. 

Mr. White has decided not to have the 
bodies of Mrs. Deane and Mrs. Dunning ex- 
humed. He eaid it was not necessary. He 
believes he has enough evidence to convict 
the guilty party. 

It offers a solution of the murder mys- 
tery and may go far to fixing the crime on 
the guilty woman.

Dun- 
ning.was also closely allied with one Mme.

“Mrs. C.”’ connects Mrs. Celey with the 
crime. Of the history of his relations ‘with 
Mrs. Botkin, Dunning said to a Post-Dis- 
patch representative: 


DUNNING’S STATEMENT. 

“Our first meeting was the result of an 
accident. I was riding my bicycle in Golden 
Gate Park, San Francisco, when the wheel 
broke down near a bench where two women 
were sitting. One of them was Mrs. Botkin. 

“While I was making the necessary re- 
pairs to the bicycle I got into a conversa- 
tion with them and went so far as to sit 
down and ‘talk with theen after the wheel 
had ‘been mended. We simply introduced 
ourselves without the slightest thought of 
formality, and as there was no objection 
on Mrs. Botkin'’s part, the acquaintance 
that was begun there was continued. I 
next met her at the race track at Ingleside 
and thereafter our meetings were frequent. 
Mrs. Botkin invited me to a card party in 
her rooms and I went. 

‘‘Refore I left that evening it was sug- 
gested that it would be pleasant if I could 
live in the same house and I was told there 
I secured it 
immediately and went to live there. After 
that 1 saw Mrs. Botkin many evenings, for 
there were frequent card parties, to which 
I cannot 
say how many evenings I spent with her or 


how frequently IF saw her, but when I left 


San Francisco I began to correspond with 
her and i have kept it up ever since.”

ANONYMOUS LETTERS. 


Because her husband’s bus'ness called 
him away from home, and frequently from 
the United States, Mrs. Dunning has lived 
the past two years with her father, ex- 
Congressman Pennington. To outward ap- 
pearance there was nothing discreditable 
to either of them in this separation, sim- 
ply stress of circumstances. But not long 
after she reached Dover there began a 
series of annoying letters that were ad- 
dressed to her from San Francisco. They 
were anonymous and gave no hint as to the 
writer's identity beyond the fact that it was 
a woman that sent them. 

The first of them contained dark hints 
that Mre. Dunning could not understand. 
mysterious warnings that she should be- 
ware of impending trouble for her. She was 
a strong young woman, and at the begin- 
ning destroyed the letters and sad nothing 
about them to her parents or any other 
member of her family here. She mentioned 
them in a casual way in her letters to her 
husband, but didn’t even look to him for 
any explanation of them. She considered 
them simply as the production of some 
crank that had learned of her existence 
while she had lived with her husband in 
San Franc sco. 

Then came letters that were less vague. 
They charged her thet she should never 
think of returning to San Francisco on peril 
of her life. 

These she didn't destroy. She showed all 
of them to her father, and some of them she 
mailed back to her husband for investiga- 
tion. 

But her father wae fully cognizant of the 
fact that Mrs. Dunning had a marked ene- 
my in the person of a woman in San Fran- 
cisco. It was a secret which he and she 
kept to themselves, one which would never 
have become known to the other members 
of the family but for the double murder of 
Mrs. Dunning and her sister, Mre. Deane. 


THE FATHER’S SORROW. 

Mr. Pennington, who is heartbroken by 
the tragedy, accuses himself 
error in connection with the receipt of the 
box containing the poisoned candy. To a 


representative of the Post-Dispatch he 
said: 

“It was largely my fault that they ever
